April 2003 — An individual was allegedly cooking methamphetamine while traveling in a vehicle 
on Interstate 70. Another driver attempted to merge and struck the vehicle, forcing it into the 
median. Fire crews on the scene noticed a strong smell of ammonia and discovered two 
propane-type tanks filled with anhydrous ammonia and other materials used in 
methamphetamine production. A hazardous materials team was called to secure the scene and 
the interstate was closed for two and one-half hours.
